Dwight D. Eisenhower 
The Chief Executive's meeting 
with the congressional leaders 
lasted an hour and 20 minutes, 
ending at 11:40 a.m. EDT. The 
session caused him to be late for 
a speech before a group of “sen 
ior citizens” considering problems 
of the aged. 
The Republican and Democratic 
leaders arrived and left the ex 
ecutive mansion by a rear en* 
trance and were not immediately 
available to reporters for ques­ 
tioning.
